Off-campus lot gives students 


option to avoid campus crunch

With an estimated 1,100 parking spots gone 
because of the construction of Parking 
Structure III and the new bookstore, parking con- 
tinues to be a concern at Sacramento State. 

Nancy Fox, the University Transportation and 
Parking Services director, said typically, parking 
is the worst during the beginning of the semes- 
ter—with many students trying to add classes, in 
addition to those already enrolled. 

To alleviate the problem, UTAPS has expand- 
ed parking to the stadium, when weather permits, 
and is using the off-campus parking lot on 
Ramona Avenue, which has 300 spots. 

The Ramona lot is one mile from campus and 
shuttle services provide transportation from the lot 
to the Public Safety Building, located near the 
Child Development Center. A Sac State permit 1s 
required to park in the lot. 

“It’s working very well as a remote parking 
lot,” said Fox of the Ramona lot. 

Fox said the shuttle service does not run on a 
set schedule, but runs. at an average of every 20 


minutes, depending on traffic. 

The Ramona lot is open Monday through 
Thursday from 8:30 a.m. to 7 p.m. In order to 
ensure the lot is not open past 7 p.m., and because 
parking is less ofa problem in the afternoon, no 
cars are allowed to enter the lot after 2 p.m. 

The busiest day for parking in the spring 
semester was the first Tuesday of classes on Jan. 
24 with 145 vehicles, Fox said. The Ramona lot 
usually has around 40 on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
and only an average of 10 on Mondays and 
Wednesdays. 

Dan Richardson, a junior studying psycholo- 
gy, said he used the Ramona lot on Jan. 24. He 
was redirected to the lot after finding the campus 
parking lots full. | 

“It’s convenient: the shuttle service is OK,” 
Richardson said. He said he thinks it would be a 
good idea to post a sign at the campus entrance 
that the lots are full, so he doesn’t have to drive 
around in the full lots first. 

Though signs are not posted at the campus 
entrances, in the first few weeks of each semester, 
UTAPS posts signs at the entrances of individual 
parking lots and parking structures, signaling to 
students that those particular locations are full. 

Courtney Fasano, a junior majoring in social 
work, had. not heard of the Ramona lot. She said 


she would not use the lot because she 
goes to her car throughout the day and it would be 
an inconvenience. She gets to school an hour 
before her 8 a.m. class to'get a parking spot. 

Michael Baca, a senior majoring in business, 
advised students to come early. 

He said half an hour before class should be 
OK, but many students say that is cutting it close, 
especially in the first two weeks. 

The football stadium lot also saw extensive 
use on the busiest day last semester, with 350 
vehicles parked there, Fox said. She said even 
then, on the busiest day, spots were always avail- 
able to students. 

When Parking Structure III opens, an estimat- 
ed 3,100 spots will be provided. This is an 
increase of 2,300 spots from before construction 
began, Fox said. The structure is slated to open in 
spring 2007. 

While the 3,100 spots may not seem like a lot 
for the approximate 28,000 students on campus, 
campus president Alexander Gonzalez said the 
parking situation will be less of a problem when 
the structure opens because the university doesn’t 
expect a rapid population growth. 

To prevent building more parking structures 
and to alleviate parking problems, the campus is 


promoting and providing alternative forms of,

transportation. 

Gonzalez said the campus is working on get- 
ting the Sac State TRAM project going. The Sac 
State TRAM would link the 65th Street Light Rail 
Station to the campus. The project has received a 
$924,000 grant from the Sacramento Area 
Council of Governments. It is slated to have lim- 
ited service by 2008. 

Gonzalez also said the university is working 
with Regional Transit to see if Sac State can “get 
some attractive deal for students to use.” He 
added that students can ride the bus and light rail 
for free. 

Fox said in the meantime, anyone coming to 
campus is urged to carpool, walk, bike or 
use other alternative forms of transportation. 

“Ultimately, the goal is to get people out of 
their cars and make it so that it’s accessible and 
convenient, affordable for people to take alterna- 
tive forms of transportation,” Gonzalez said. 

“We really want to encourage the use of Sac 
State Commute Choices,” Fox said.

Associated Students Inc. President 
Angela Arriola intends to make sure ASI 
affects students in a positive way. Next year, 
the new president wants to answer the stu- 
dents’ question: “What does ASI do for me?” 

Arriola — the first woman ASI president at 
Sacramento State since 1996 — began her 
quest to make ASI more visible right after 
finals. She spent the May 22 rallying for stu- 
dent issues with campus president Alexander 
Gonzalez at CSU Advocacy Day, held once 
per semester. 

Along with every other CSU president, 
CSU Chancellor Charles B. Reed and student 
body presidents from all campuses, Arriola 
pressed legislators to support an upcoming 
bill — AB 2813 —that would make Pell Grants 
available to more students and make the 
grants go further in assisting the students who 
need them. The Appropriations Committee at 
the Capitol passed the bill on May 25, mov- 
ing it forward to the House of 
Representatives. 

In addition to advocating for students at 
the Capitol, Arriola intends to improve stu- 
dent life on campus by concentrating on the 
three R’s her slate campaigned on: recruit- 
ment, retention and rates of graduation. 
Retention and graduation rates could be 
improved through the slate’s three A’s: 
accountability, action and advising. 

“The first issue we want to address is

advising,” Arriola said. “We need to make 
sure all of the departments have a consistent 
advising plan, and we need to make sure that 
all entering freshman get to their department 
for advising, as well as to a GE adviser. 
Advising directly affects retention of stu- 
dents, especially freshman.” 

As for the confusion surrounding the uni- 
versity’s Spanos Sports and Recreation 
Complex project — which will add a recre- 
ation and wellness center, an arena and reno- 
vate Hornet Stadium — Arriola said ASI’s 
role is to be well-informed of the issue. 

Due to misinformation and misunder- 
standing, there has been a lot of confusion 
and confrontation in the past year, Arriola 
said. 

“We don’t want to be blind sighted by not 
making sure students’ concerns are 
addressed,” Arriola said. 

To prevent this from occurring, ASI has 
appointed an nonvoting member, Mimi Beas, 
to the committee overseeing the production 
of the recreation and wellness center, a proj- 
ect formerly known as RWEC. 

As progress of the project — a significant 
piece to the campus’ Destination 2010 initia- 
tive to transform Sac State into a destination 
campus — moves forward, Arriola assures 
that ASI has a responsibility to stay informed 
and report it to the students. 

Arriola said Destination 2010 will have a 
very positive effect on Sac State. 

(Destination) 2010 isn’t just about the 
school — it’s about the community,” Arriola

said. 

She says the plan will bridge Sac State 
and Sacramento. “Our visibility within the 
city will be increased,” Arriola said. 

Although ASI heavily questioned 
Gonzalez on various occasions last semester 
about the Spanos Sports and Recreation 
Complex project, Arriola said Gonzalez is 
doing a good job, coming to campus and 
shaking things up. | 

‘He brought vision and does what he 
says,” Arriola said. “He says he’ll raise 
money, he did. When he says he’ll do some- 
thing, he does. People may not like what he 
says he’ll do, but he does it.” 

Arriola said accountability in ASI will be 
enforced. 

In April, Arriola said that she could under- 
stand how ASI has received a negative image 
resulting from embezzlement and forgery 
charges a former ASI executive, Julio 
Velazquez, is facing. Arriola said she would 
like to restructure ASI to ensure accountabil- 
ity and gain student trust. 

According to Arriola, it is important for 
ASI to have a strong and cohesive board that 
works together to get things done. She said 
this would help give ASI more visibility and 
help answer the question “what does ASI do 
for me.”

In order to increase attendance rates and help 
graduation and retention rates, Academic 
Advising at Sacramento State has made freshman 
summer orientation a mandatory two-day affair. 

The new approach is one of six plans aimed to 
“foster excellent academic and student programs” 
and is integral to Destination 2010, the campus’ 
initiative launched in 2004 to improve the visibil- 
ity and image of the campus. 

The switch from voluntary to mandatory ori- 
entation is necessary for students to familiarize 
themselves with the university’s services — includ- 
ing academic advising — and to meet with the 
heads of the departments, said Ginarose Perino, 
the orientation reservation coordinator. 

Perino said many students think they know 
how the university works, but find themselves lost 
when they get on campus. 

“Many freshmen think because they know 
someone who went here, they don’t need assis- 
tance,” Perino said. But at orientation students get 
to learn more about the campus, while finding out 

the requirements of their major, she said. 

The cost ‘of orientation is $62 per student, $40 
for each guest/parent and an additional $50 for an 
overnight stay in the dorms. The cost is not 
included in student fees and is not covered by 
financial aid.

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Perino said it is possible for students to get the 
$62 fee waived but that the student must qualify 
for a fee waiver from Sac State to be eligible. 

“‘l’ve approved at least 15 requests,” Perino 
said, “and if price is truly a burden, they’!l proba- 
bly get in for free, regardless of their tuition situa- 
tion.” 

Katie White, a junior economics major, said 
she doesn’t like the new policy of mandatory ori- 
entation attendance and having students pay for 
orientation fees independently. 

“Tt should be part of the regular fees,” she said. 
‘I found orientation helpful, so it shouldn’t be 
subject to student money concerns.” 

Mary Shepherd, the orientation coordinator, 
said the $62 pays for food, staff salaries and print- 
ed materials — including a student planner, cam- 
pus maps and information pertinent for those two 
days. 

“Our goal is to help students get situated at the 


_ beginning of college life, to get off on the right 


foot,” Shepherd said. “Our research shows that 
it’s better for students to attend orientation.” 

Perino said retention of freshmen who partici- 
pate in orientation is higher than for those who 
don’t. Participants also tend to graduate quicker 
than nonparticipants, she said. 

Jenn Santos, a student coordinator for the pro- 
gram, said even the “grumpy” students who don’t 
want to be at orientation still receive valuable 
information regardless. 

Nevertheless, John Duncan, a senior majoring 
in kinesiology, said he would have been upset if 
he had to pay $62 for the benefits made available 
through orientation.

also available. 
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However, Duncan, a transfer student, said he 
wouldn’t have been forced to attend an orientation 
session because under the new policy, transfer stu- 
dent orientation attendance remains voluntary. 

In persuading freshmen to participate in orien- 
tation, Shepherd said the university is choosing to 
be proactive. 

“Without this program, students are just left to 
their-own devices,” Shepherd said. “We want 
freshmen to be successful, and we provide things 
they should know.” 

Freshman Ajit Singh didn’t go to orientation, 
but wishes he had. 

While Singh thinks the orientation fee should 
come from existing student fees, he said paying 
the extra money would have been worth it for 
him. 

“T had a problem with the structure of the cam- 
pus,” Singh said. “Finding my classes in the first 
week was difficult,” 

According to Shepherd, approximately 1,800 
students participate in orientation each summer 
and she expects 700 more to be there this summer 
with the implementation of enforced freshmen 
attendance. 

According to the new policy administered by 
Student Affairs, students who don’t attend orien- 
tation will be barred from registering for classes. 

Academic Advising and Student Affairs over- 
see the entirety of the orientation program. 

The other new policies under Academic 
Advising, in various stages of implementation, 
include: increased advising services; a targeted 
advising model; mini-orientation programs for 
transfer students; increased overnight stay during

Sac State alumnus Christopher Cabaldon guides West Sacramento

From his office on the seventh floor of the 
Forum Building on 9th Street near the State 
Capitol, Mayor Christopher Cabaldon has a huge 
view of his city: West Sacramento. 

One of his goals for West Sacramento is to 
rebuild the main street by widening it and narrow- 
ing the sidewalks, to decrease the number of loi- 
terers and to increase the number of businesses. 
The Sacramento State alumnus also spoke about 
revitalizing lofts and creating more of a people- 
friendly area. 

Cabaldon said he values and understands the 
need for a good education. He said one of his 
other goals is to build up the schools, so parents 
will feel safe having their children in the area. 

While he has been in office since 1998, 
Cabaldon said West Sacramento changed from 
being a seedy town with prostitution and multiple 
gangs to becoming a place where parents can feel 
relatively safe to walk with their children in the 
evening. He credits more neighborhood awareness 
and business prosperity for the safe feeling. 

Despite working to get more businesses in the 
area, Cabaldon faces some crime statistics which 
have not changed in the past several years. 

According to the West Sacramento Police 
Department’s website, in 2001 there were 50 
crimes per 1,000 inhabitants and 590 cases of lar- 
ceny, which the website defines as “the unlawful 


taking, carrying, leading, or riding away of proper- 
ty.” Two cases of homicide and 66 reported cases 
of robbery were reported that year. 

According to the website, in 2005 about 45 
crimes occurred per 1,000 inhabitants for the city 
and 480 reported cases of larceny. The rate of 
homicides remained the.same, while reported rob- 
beries moved down to 60 cases. 

Cabaldon acknowledged that the statistics will 
not go down immediately. He said he hopes that 
with more businesses, more eyes will be watching 
the streets and eventually, the crime will go down. 

On April 22, President Bush visited the city to 
talk about Earth Day and the importance of find- 
ing alternative fuel sources. 

Cabaldon said the president’s visit is an exam- 
ple of how West Sacramento has grown. 

“Politics aside, it is a credit how this small 
town has grown,” Cabaldon said. “West 
Sacramento is a window to the future.” 

Another example of how West Sacramento has 
grown is the construction of Raley Field on South 
River Road and Highway 50. 

In 2000, he commissioned the $40 million con- 
struction of the baseball field, which is home to 
Sacramento’s minor league baseball team, the 
Rivercats. | 

Cabaldon credits his two degrees to shape his 
approach to problems and proposals. He received 
his bachelor’s degree in environmental economics 
from UC Berkeley and his master’s degree. from

Gonzalez standing firm 
with athletic facility plans

Two years ago during campus elections, 
55.2 percent of student voters approved 
Measure 1: a proposal to build a recreation, 
wellness and events center on campus. 

Since then, Associated Students Inc. has 
raised a number of questions 
about the project and the legal- 
ity of campus president 
Alexander Gonzalez’s actions 
concerning the project’s plan- 
ning, designing and funding. 

At a May 3 ASI meeting, 
the ASI Board of Directors 
unanimously voted to hire 
legal counsel to investigate the 
issue. 

The referendum for the 
project — written by the 
University Union Board of 
Directors — asked whether the

Additionally, the idea of an events center 
within the recreation and wellness center 
became unclear, and the possibility of remov- 
ing it from that facility arose. 

As a result, students became concerned 
with the changes the project was undergoing, 
ASI executives said. 

In an ASI meeting in April, Kincaid said 
the project was turning into something much 

different than what was voted

Athletic Facility, was not a part 
of the referendum language. 

Furthermore, the proposal seeks to answer 
two questions regarding student fees: whether 
the $10 fee raise in 2004 was appropriately 
used for the planning and design cost of the 
massive project and if it is legal for the univer- 
sity to implement the $110 increase, now that 
Gonzalez has raised the $25 million he prom- 
ised to fundraise for the project. These fee 

_ increases were included in the referendum 
language. 

The project — formerly known as the 
RWEC -— was planned to be an all-in-one 
facility. But as plans progressed, Gonzalez 
said it proved to be too massive. 


“We hired the architect and started draw- 


ing plans,” Gonzalez said at during question 
and answer session with The State Hornet at 
the end of May. “What we were given was 
that the footprint for that kind of building 
would be much, much too large without 
impinging on the practice track,” 

He said the track is important for major 
events like the Olympic Trials, which Sac 
State has hosted twice — once in 2000 and 
again in 2004. 

Thus, the project — renamed the Spanos 
Sports and Recreation Complex project with 
an estimated cost of more than $170 million — 
was broken into various phases: the destruc- 
tion of the field house; the construction of the 


He told the Hornet that 
ASI can do what they want.

essary part of the overall complex,” Gonzalez stated. 
He said the university does not see any reason why it 
shouldn’t move forward with the project. 

Gonzalez added that ASI’s move could delay the 
project. 

Arriola said ASI does not intend to postpone the 
project. “Our interest is that we’re paying for it. 
That’s where we came in.” 

Gonzalez said the real issue surrounding the proj- 
ect is communication, and Arriola agrees. 

“There’s been a lot of misinformation and mis- 
communication,” Arriola said. “And ASI is partly 
responsible for it.” 

“We're not putting ASI against administration,” 
Arriola said. “Our best move is to stay updated. ASI 
has a responsibility to stay informed.” 

ASI had no board member on the committee 
overseeing the project during the 2005-06 
schoolyear, she said. 


‘We lost touch somewhere down the line last © 


year,” she said. “We made that mistake.” 

In order to prevent the same mistake, Arriola said, 
an ASI representative, Mimi Beas, has been appoint- 
ed to sit on that committee as a nonvoting member 
and report updates to the ASI Board of Directors.

Rumors have been circling that one of the 
largest fraternities on campus, Tau Kappa 
Epsilon (TKE), has been removed. After 
attempting’ to access the fraternity’s chapter, 
Theta-Upsilon on Sacramento State’s web- 
site, the rumors have only been fueled. 

According to the website, “The page can- 
not be found.” 

Tom Carroll, program adviser for Clubs 
and Organizations with Student Activities, 
said the fraternity’s alumni chapter removed 
the fraternity from campus indefinitely. 

“Currently, Tau Kappa Epsilon fraternity 
is not represented on campus,” Carroll said. 
“Their alumni removed them from campus. 

“They don’t have the privileges of clubs 
and organizations on our campus, that would 
include having a website hosted by the 
csus.edu domain.” 

Even though it is apparent that TKE will 
not be represented on campus next year, the 
actions and reasons are not. Officials 
involved — including TKE alumni, members 
and Student Activities advisers — are not 
making definitive statements regarding rea- 
sons why, length of time and the extent of the 
action. 

“They made some mistakes,” Carroll 
said. “They didn’t follow some rules, and 
their alumni made the decision to remove 
them from campus.” 

There seems to be a disagreement on the 
exact action that was taken on the fraternity. 
Although Student Activities made. a state- 
ment that the chapter was removed, some 
active members are not aware of this. 

“We were not removed off campus; we 
are just suspended,” said Adam Scheiner, an 
active TKE member since fall 2004. 

Vartan Vartkessian, former president of 
the Theta-Upsilon chapter of TKE and mem- 
ber of its alumni board, would not comment. 

Rumors that TKE was removed for 
pledging non-Sacramento State students and 
giving false information to alumni of the fra- 
ternity have neither been confirmed nor 
denied. 

“Once we found out we weren’t allowed 
to rush them, we stopped,” Scheiner said of 
the allegations. “They never crossed over.” 
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alumni 


Even though this claim has not been con- 
firmed, it is apparent that trust issues are 
involved. 

“Sometimes, when the undergraduate 
chapter has lost the ability to communicate 
with the advisers, or when they have broken 
the trust that is there, the working relationship 
is no longer available, so closing the chapter 
may be the only sensible solution or the last 
solution,’ Carroll said. “There are lots of rea- 
sons.” 

And Scheiner admits, “It wasn’t just one 
incident.” 

This is not the first time the fraternity has 
been in trouble. 

In 2003, neighbors of the fraternity house 
threatened to sue for noise and various health 
and building code violations, and in 
September of 2004, the chapter was suspend- 
ed because of “repeated behavior and noise 
violations.” 

After the suspension, a proposal — written 
by TKE, its alumni and national headquarters 
— to prevent future problems was rejected as 
insufficient by Student Activities Director 
Lou Cameron and the fraternity remained 
suspended. 

The extent of the actions taken by the 
alumni and the effect of their decision is yet 
to be determined. 

“There are a lot of rumors going around 
that they will be back in a year. We are going 
to work with them,” Carroll said. “It’s up to 
us, the campus and the alumni, but there is no 
guarantee that they will back in a year.” 

“We support the alumni, and we hope that 
in the future we have another good relation- 
ship with Tau Kappa Epsilon,” Carroll said. 

Andrew Jarvis, a first semester TKE 
member, said the incident will not negatively 
affect the fraternity. 

“We aren’t going anywhere,” Jarvis, said. 
“We are still here and still stronger than any 
other fraternity even after the decision. And 
when we do get reinstated, we will be back 
bigger, and stronger than ever, and I guaran- 
tee another Greek Week victory.”

Grades not most important factor for employers

(U-WIRE) EVANSTON, Ill. - Stressing over 
that 4.0 may not be as worthwhile as many stu- 
dents expect. 

According to a study released this month by 
Collegegrad.com, a leading entry-level job 
resource site, grade point average is not the most 
important factor in the job hunt. 

The survey asked employers to pick the crite- 
ria from a list of eight that they find most impor- 


tant ip»golle aduates. Only, 6 percent of 
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employers surveyed found GPA to be the most 
important. 

But a student’s major was ranked most valu- 
able by 37 percent of employers. The job inter- 
view and internships or experience were also 
ranked highly. And only 3 percent of employers 
reported that they considered where a student's 
degree came from most important. 

The diminished focus on where a student is 
educated was unexpected for Northwestern 
University sophomore Angela Munoz. 

“Everyone always said that since you go to 
Northwestern, you’re guaranteed a good job,” she

said. 

Munoz said she was pleased the survey 
revealed employers’ emphasis on the person, 
through the focus on interviews. This evens the 
playing field for students who did not go to a 
brand-name school. | 

Dianne Siekmann, associate director for 
employer relations at University Career Services, 
said she was surprised by the survey. 

“We’ ve spent a lot of time moving employers’ 
(focuses) off majors,” she said. 

Siekmann said most employers realize a 
“broad.spectrum of students” exists and aim for 
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the well-rounded student, although they realize 
that specialty majors such as engineering and the 
sciences are unique cases. 

The example of an “art history (student) taking 
banking” is the ideal for employers today, 
Siekmann said. 

She also said that although employers in gen- 
eral may focus less on GPA, those in specific 
fields, such as consulting and banking, consider 
grades a crucial factor in the hiring process.

despite decreased crime

Walking from an evening class to a nearly 
empty parking lot is bad enough. But to walk 
alone can be potentially dangerous. 

A woman was able to fight off a man who 
attempted to attack her in February while she was 
getting into her car in Parking Lot 8. 

Sacramento State has published the Jeanne 
Clery Disclosure, which the U.S. Department of 
Education began in 1990 after a 19-year-old 
Lehigh University student was raped and mur- 
dered in her dormitory. Every higher education 
campus is required to post how many felonies, 
both nonviolent and violent, have occurred during 
the past year. 

The act was amended in 2003 to require that 
all college and university campuses must notify 
the campus community about where to get infor- 
mation about local sexual offenders and the 
Megan’s Law website, which lists sexual offend- 
ers in the entire nation. 

Although the campus community has seen a 
number of sexual offenses occur this past semes- 
ter — with two high school students being grabbed 
near the Guy West Bridge, a woman being 
molested in the field house and the woman who 
was grabbed while attempting to get in her car — 
statistics show certain crime rates have decreased. 

According to the Clery Disclosure, one 
forcible sex offense was reported in 2004, com- 
pared to 20 reported cases in 2002. 

Burglaries decreased 23 percent since 2002 
with 520 reported cases that year compared to 117 
cases in 2004. 

Additionally, campus motor vehicle thefts 
decreased about 66 percent, with 253 thefts in 
2005 and 380 thefts in 2002. 

However, aggravated assaults have increased. 
In 2002, five cases were reported, and in 2004 the 
number of assaults totaled 67. 

Weapons violation arrests have increased 4 
percent. In 2004, 11 arrests were made, an 
increase from three in 2002. 

In order to ensure the safety of students while 
they are on campus, the university takes precau- 
tions. A total of 57 blue emergency phones are 
available in strategic areas around campus, 
including all floors of each parking structure. 

When a person activates the phone by pressing 
the button, he or she will be automatically con- 
nected with the 24-hour dispatcher of the 
University Police Department.

diminished importance of GPA made sense. 
“This shows that people don’t necessarily 

equate job skills with academics,” he said.

Sgt. Kelly Clark of campus police said when 
there is no response at an activated emergency 
phone, someone on patrol will come to check the 
area for any activity. 

Campus police has an escort service that is 
available after 11 p.m. The police also has officers 
patrolling 24-hours a day on all campus locations, 
including Lot 11, which is located across the street 
from campus on J Street. 

University Transportation and Parking 
Services offers night shuttles Monday through 
Thursday from dusk until 11 p.m. This option is 
only available for on-campus locations. 

During the fall and spring semesters, 
Associated Student Inc. offers Safe Rides to stu- 
dents. In addition to being an option for students 
who have had too much to drink, the service is 
also provided for students who feel uncomfort- 
able walking to a far-off parking lot or to an off- 
campus location. However, this option is only 
available Thursday through Saturday from 10 
p.m. to 3 a.m. 

ASI President Angela Arriola wants to 
improve two main aspects of campus security: 
campus lighting and the night shuttle. 

Arriola is looking to increase the lighting 
options in the Sac State Access Tunnel and 
Parking Lots 7 and 10. She also wants to extend 
the night shuttle hours, especially for students 
who take night courses. 

“The University Union and the Library are 
staying open much later in the evenings, leaving 
students to walk to their cars alone at night,” 
Arriola said. “With better lighting and extended 
shuttle hours, it should decrease attacks and be 
helpful to both women and men.” 

Clark recommended that students store the 
nonemergency campus police phone number, 
278-685 1, in their cell phones for a faster response 
time. 

Otherwise, a 9-1-1 call from a cell phone 
would be first routed to the California Highway 
Patrol and then sent to the University Police. 

A call from a Sac State phone also issues a 
faster response time. Clark said all 9-1-1 calls on 
an on-campus landline are automatically sent to 
the University Police. 

Clark said the best way for students to protect 
themselves while walking on campus is to use 
common sense, good judgment and to walk with 
a friend.

finishing others? Where will students 
park? 


Gonzalez: January of 2007, we’re going 
to have a 3,000 space parking structure 
completed. Right now, Parking Structure I 
has 1,000, Parking Structure II has 1,800, 
Parking Structure III will have 3,000. Once 
that happens, that will do us for a little bit, 
unless we start growing really rapidly. But 
next year, we’re not scheduled to grow very 
much at all. The same amount of students 
we have now are probably going to be here 
next year. In the fall it'll be a little tight. We 
do have the overflow and we will let people 
park in the stadium again and all those other 
things. But by the spring semester of next 


"year, we should be in pretty good shape. 


We just got a grant to develop the Bus 
Rapid Transit over at 65th Street. We’re also 
working with RT to see if we can’t get some 
attractive deal for students to use. Right 
now, students can ride for free. Most stu- 
dents don’t do it but you can do it for free. 


Hornet: Even though RT has been 
expanding, there are still not viable options 


for many students. RT can take an hour 
and a half. Are there alternatives?

Gonzalez: That’s one of the things that 
we’re trying to work on. The goal is to get 
people out of their cars and make it so that 
it’s accessible and convenient and affordable 
for people to take alternative forms of trans- 
portation like light rail or bus or van pooling 
or some way. Right now the biggest prob- 
lem on campus is parking. 

Ultimately, what we would like to do is 
reclaim all the surface parking and build 
more structures if we can but those are very 
expensive. They’re durable. They utilize 
space much better. But each space itself is 
like, I think this one’s costing us like 
$16,000 or more per space. When you fig- 
ure per space that’s how much it’s costing 
us, it’s really expensive. 


Hornet: How do you respond to the stu- 
dents who aren’t happy about the changes 
being made to the recreation center? 


Gonzalez: Originally, the concept was 
that it was going to be a Recreation, 
Wellness and Events Center - the whole 


thing at once. That’s the way it was planned. 


I’ll be frank, I think when the referendum 
passed, a lot of people thought, “it'll never 
happen, he’s got to raise $25 million.” Now,

all of a sudden, guess what, we did raise the 
money. , 

In the meantime, the cost for construc- 
tion has skyrocketed. In the beginning, they 
did have a program committee and they got 
input from students about what they wanted 
to see in there. It didn’t mean that it was 
going to be in there. 

Now that we’ ve actually raised the 
money, now we can go back and look at the 
budget and see what we can actually pur- 
chase to put in that building.

Continued from 19 
ment. What were the findings? 


Gonzalez: He was free. It was 
Cedric Dempsey, the former head of 
the NCAA. And he’s doing some 
work for the system. The chancellor 
let me bring him up here to give us a 
review of what was going on. 

Basically, facilities were number 
one. The facilities are in bad shape. If 
we ever want to go into Division I-A, 
then we’re not going to be able to do 
it physically. Our stadium isn’t large 
enough. Our basketball arena, the 
gym, is really insufficient. 

So Cedric Dempsey provided some 
insight into what we were doing and 
some recommendations as to where 
we should go. Above all else his rec- 
ommendation was to sit down and 
develop a plan. 


Hornet: What, exactly, does that 
mean? 


Gonzalez: If we were to move into 
Division I-A, for example. Is that 
what we’re aspiring to do? We really 


haven’t had those conversations. 
We’re in the Big Sky. We’re in the 
WAC. We have the rowing competi- 
tion, which is in a whole different 
league. What we need to do is consol- 
idate and figure out what we’re going 


to do. In the end, I think the real ques- _ 


tion is can we support all those athlet- 
ic teams? We have quite a few. 


Hornet: Fund them differently? 


Gonzalez: I think funding is one of 
the big issues. We have to raise more 
funds for scholarships, for example.

Searching for a roommate can be quite tedious 
and even scary at times.

“T was like, I don’t even know you and you are 
calling me at 11 p.m. asking for my address,’’ Borja 
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said. “I was uncomfortable about it.” 

It is always important to use good judgment 
when providing information to possible roommates 
in order to prevent unwanted visitors in addition to 
safety issues. So how do you filter out the bad from 
the good? 

Borja suggests making a list of questions 
beforehand. “That way, when people call, you can 
have a few questions on hand to judge their charac- 
ters.”

“T was trying to decide if I would send him to 
the emergency room with missing teeth,” Borja 
said. “T told him to quit that and he never did it to 
me again, but did it to our other roommates.” 

This is why trust is such an important character- 
istic for roommates.

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Websites help to find good professors

College is hard enough even with good profes- 
sors. So when you step into class and realize you 
despise the professor standing before you, you'll 
probably wish you had found out more about him 
or her before you signed up for the class. This is 
where professor rating websites would have done 
you some good. 

With the rise of the Internet came a certain 
type of website that many of us can’t imagine life 
without—professor rating sites. These sites offer 
the names of professors on your campus and 
numerical rating systems as well as dialogue 
about them from students who have already had 
them. 

Ratemyprofessors.com is a giant website with 
hundreds of colleges and thousands of ratings of 
professors throughout the country. Another site, 
like Sacrate.com, is a more local site specifically 
for Sacramento State professors. 

‘People write us and say thank you to us and 
thank you for what we provide,” said Mike Teske, 
owner and operator of Sacrate.com. “They are 
appreciative.” 

Sacrate.com offers over 12,000 ratings on the 
entire site and gets around 1,200 visitors a week 
on average—and even more right as students are 
about to register for classes and want to know 
more about their potential professors. 

“Our biggest traffic times are at registration,” 
Teske said. “We see a lot in the months of July 
and August.” 


Sacrate.com allows students to hunt for pro- 
fessors by last name and see what previous stu- 
dents have thought of their teaching styles, grad- 
ing techniques and overall character. Both the 
good and the bad are posted. 

“Tt’s similar to a message board where stu- 
dents post opinions towards a variety of topics 
from teaching style to personal takes on home- 
work and whatever,’ Teske said. ““When you post 
what you post, we don’t delete things, we don’t 
censor things. We don’t remove posts at a profes- 
sor’s request.” 

It’s not unusual for Sac State students to use 
these sites simultaneously as they sign up for 
classes. These sites are particularly useful when 
one class is taught by multiple professors. 
Students can read about the different professors 
and choose which ones they want to have and 
which ones they want to avoid. 

Ratemyprofessors.com is a substantially larg- 
er website that offers professor ratings for schools 
all over the United States. Ratmyprofessors.com 
gets 100,000 to 200,000 visitors a day. They aver- 
age 1.2 million to 1.6 million unique visitors per 
month. 

Will DeSantis, 23; CEO of 
Ratemyprofessors.com, said the site’s best feature 
is its simplicity. It’s easy to find the site and find 
what you’ re looking for. 

“Users come for the first time and can easily 
find the professor rating they want to review and 
the professors they want to rate,” DeSantis said. 

The reviews contain information about any- 
thing students feel like commenting on—the

“We receive mostly positive feedback from 
students who value the service and that most 
won’t register for classes without it,’ DeSantis 
said. 

Both sites offer more than just professor rat- 
ings. Sacrate.com offers a place where you can 


look for textbooks at Barnes & Noble at cheaper 


prices than the bookstore sells them. 
Ratemyprofessors.com has a link to its sister site, 
ratemyteachers.com. 


However, the dialogue about college profes- 
sors is undoubtedly the most used feature of both 
sites. 

“Knowing beforehand about your professors 
is important,” said Abby Holley, a Sac State alum- 
nae. “I remember hearing all the buzz about the 
good and the bad professors and it helping me 
decide who I wanted to sign up for.” 

Both sites offer help in deciding which profes- 
sors teach in ways that cater to students’ individ- 
ual learning styles. Even if you can’t avoid a cer- 
tain professor, these sites give you a heads up 
about the professors you will inevitably encounter 
throughout your college career. 

“On the first day of class, you can always tell 
who has and has not already looked up the 
teacher,” Holley said. “Some people know what 
to expect and others do not.” 

Having the information about your professor 
and knowing what to expect and what to be wor- 
ried about is an invaluable advantage to students. 

‘As long as it continues to remain a valuable 
resource, the site will continue to stay online,” 
Teske said.

Sacramento State’s band featured in video game

The gymnasium is packed with stu- 
dents, faculty and alumni. Fans dressed 
in green and gold fill the seats and cheer 
as the basketball team comes pounding 
out of the locker room and onto the floor. 
The players warm up their jumps. The 
fans warm up their voices. But the 
marching band needs no warming up. 
They’ve been on the court for four 
hours, tuning their instruments. and 
warming up for their show. 

“Hemoglobin, hemoglobin, we want 
blood!” 

The band’s signature cheers rile up 
the crowd and get the players pumped 
up. In the midst of all the excitement 
stands Yvonne Thornton, a senior math 
major who has become somewhat of an 
icon on the Sacramento State campus. 

“She influences people in a positive 
way. She’s everyone’s best friend,” said 
Jonathan Fernand, senior psychology 
major and marching band president, 
who was named Drum Major for the 
upcoming school year. 

People don’t usually recognize her 
for her flute playing or her piccolo skills. 
They know her as “that crazy band girl,” 
Thornton said. i 

At almost every sporting event, from 
volleyball to football, Thornton is a 
stand-out-cheerleading, over-the-top, 
wild fan. A self-proclaimed “nutty goof- 
ball,’ she wears attire ranging from 
capes to hats and face paint. She yells at 
the top of her lungs for the duration of 
the sporting event and never falters, no 
matter the score. And she still manages 
to play her instrument. 

“The marching band is like a bunch 
of die-hard King’s fans. Even when they 
lose ... we’re still going,” said Thornton. 
‘We freakin’ love this school!” 

Randy Rivas, sound director for the 
video game College Hoops 2K6, lived 
in Sacramento and played in. the 
Sacramento Mandarin Drum and Bugle 
Corps before moving down to Southern 
California. He knew that Sac State had a 
talented band and decided to come 
check it out. He decided to record it for 
the video game he was doing the sound 
directing for. 

“He recorded us with a computer 
they had set up,” said Thornton. “Then 
he was like, ‘come here and yell!” 

Rivas ended up recording the march- 
ing band for all of the sounds on the 
video game. He had them perform 
cheers for other schools and also record- 
ed them doing the game’s cadence. 

Thornton’s voice is clearly heard 
throughout the duration of the video 
game. No matter what team the player 
chooses, her voice echoes different 
cheers. 

“T played the game with my brother 
and he freaked out,” said Thornton. “So 
that, was pretty cool.” 


** * *'Fhough the ‘marching’ band. is not a’. 
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competitive band, members still consid- 
er themselves part of one of the best 
bands in the country. They play the same 
music as Division I bands, but they have 
fewer people. The band usually has 
between 80 to 100 musicians, depending 
on the year. This year, there are hopes to 
break 100. 

“We’ve never broken 100, but this 
year looks promising,” said Thornton. 

The band has come a long way since 
Thornton started school at Sac State four 
years ago. When she first arrived, the 
gym was never full for basketball games 
and the stadiums were pathetically 
empty for football games. 

‘We pretty much fill (the gym) every 
game now,” said Thornton. “But it’s a 
28,000 person campus and we’ re barely 
filling a gym for basketball games.” 

Many. students have noticed 
Thornton’s cheers on the video game. 

‘T’ve heard her voice, which was 
pretty cool, but I never noticed the Sac 
State cheers,” said Daniel Gormley, a 
junior majoring in recreation and leisure 
studies and an avid video gamer. 

Thornton said that it’s undying 
school spirit that drives them, since they 
don’t have much else to rely on. Funding 
for the marching band is practically non- 
existent. 

“We get fundraising from ASI; none 
from the music or athletics department,” 
said Thornton. “We don’t have any 
scholarships either.” 

The band members don’t complain 
about lack of funding, though. They 
fend for themselves when it comes to 
things like transportation. 

“Once, our bus fell though and the 
school hired a bus to pick up the cheer- 
leaders. We were like, what about us? So 
we decided to carpool and used our own 
cars and money to get to Palo Alto to 
make a volleyball game,” said Thornton. 

Though their fame is short-lived and 
mediocre, they take what they can get. 

In fact, Rivas contacted Thornton 
and the band to record more cheers and 
is planning on inviting Thornton down 
to his sound studio in the near future to 
record her infamous cheers. 

‘The next (recording) is next semes- 
ter, during the season,” Fernand said. 

Though the band was not paid for its 
recordings, Thornton believes she will 
be compensated for if asked to drive 
down to Southern California. 

“Tt was so much fun, we didn’t need 
payment. But if I have to drive, they 
probably will,” Thornton said.

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Margarita Karnuakhova chose tennis 
after scoliosis diagnosis ended art hopes

Margarita Karnaukhova, known to her friends as Rita, is sim- 
ply the best women’s tennis player in Sacramento State history. 

Her accolades speak for themselves. 

First, there are the four consecutive Big Sky Conference 
MVPs, an unprecedented display of consistency. She was the first 
nationally-ranked player in Hornet history, climbing as high as No. 
14 in 2004 when she was selected as an All-American, reaching 
the NCAA’s Sweet 16 in singles. Her overall singles record stands 
at 66-17, and she was absolutely invincible during conference 
play, never losing a single match to a Big Sky rival. 

By the time the Russian native came to America, she had 
already built a strong resume. Ranked No. 1 in Russia for girls 18 
and under, Karnaukhova had played on her country’s 1999 
European Cup championship team, earned the Kremlin Cup Open 
championship, and played for Russia’s World Cup team that same 
year. 

In her hometown of Krasnodar, students make their career 
choices early. | 

“Nobody wants to study in Russia. Everybody wants to play 
tennis,”’ said men’s tennis coach Slava Konikov, a native of Russia 
himself. “Russian tennis is so different than American tennis 
because it is a problem to find small children here who want to 
play.” : 

When she was a little girl in Krasnodar, Russia, drawing was 
her thing. So much so that when the time came to choose between 
art or tennis, she couldn’t decide. Karnaukhova decided to contin- 
ue with tennis when she was diagnosed with scoliosis, or curva- - 
ture of the spine. 

“I was thinking maybe I could do both, but when I got through 
the medical (examination) and they said you cannot sit for a long 
time because my posture was getting worse and worse. I decided 
not even to go to art school,” Karnaukhova said. 

After choosing to play tennis, Karnaukhova ran into her first ° 
obstacle, though not the kind a young tennis recruit might expect. 

“There was only one coach (in Krasnodar), and he had a drink- 
ing problem,” Karnaukhova said. “You couldn’t really see it, but 
of course the parents would find out, and they’re not going to give 
their kids to a coach like that.” ; 

Although another coach would end up teaching her tennis, this 
drunken and unlikely mentor would get her started on a physical 
training regimen, demanding from her the discipline she would 
need to build her body correctly. 

‘He didn’t want to hear ‘I can’t’ or ‘I don’t want to.’ It was just 
like ‘do it or you leave right now,’ ” Karnaukhova said. 

That physical strength and discipline would lay the foundation 
for the future of Karnaukhova’s game, marked by sheer-brute 
force and speed, a combination that trainer Eric Weill admits he 
hasn’t quite seen the equal of. In his six-plus years of training ten- 
nis players, both men and women, Weill believes Karnaukhova 
rises above them all. 

“She is the best by far. No one’s really even close. And that’s 
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Margarita Karnuakhova, a four-time Big Sky Conference MVP, was the first nationally-ranked tennis player 
after climbing to the No. 14 position in 2004. Karnaukhova never lost a singles match in conference play. 


because she has a combination of size, speed, explosiveness, agili- 
ty and balance. I mean, you name it, she has all the abilities,” 
Weill said. “You can tell someone to try something this way, and 
they may think they’re doing great but they’re doing the total 
opposite thing. For her, she picks it up with a snap of her fingers. 
Like ‘hey, try this,’ she tries it once and gets it the first time, and 
remembers it.” . 

Konikov is equally impressed with her abilities and her knowI- 
edge of the game. 

“T think Rita is special; it’s a different speed,” Konikov said. 
“She would beat a lot of good guys on my team.” 

Years ago, in a tournament hosted at his Rio Del Oro Racquet 
Club, Sac State Coach Bill Campbell got to see for himself the 
skills that would later dominate the Big Sky. After watching the 
young Russian,.a-senior-in high school.at the time, he-told her she

would have a spot on the Sac State tennis team if she wanted it. 

“T ended up not even considering other options, and going with 
Sacramento,’ Karnaukhova said. 

That chance encounter paid dividends immediately, as 
Karnaukhova stepped into the No. 1 singles spot as a freshman, a 
position she would anchor for the next four years. 

“Rita has the physical skills of any women’s tennis player in 
the world, at the highest level, and quite honestly, she can compete 
with any of them physically,” Campbell said. “It has always been 
my hope that she would turn pro, because if she wanted to, and 
really wanted to be focused, there’s no reason why she couldn’t be 
one of the top women’s players in the world.”

Back in 1981, the Sacramento State Aquatic 
Center was two 40-foot cargo containers. Now the 
SSAC, located on Lake Natoma, forms a 2,000- 
meter course and just passed its 25-year-mark. 

The SSAC has a variety of activities for Sac 
State students and the general public such as 
clubs, classes, clinics, and programs. Students 
receive discounted prices on the classes and clin- 
ics Offered at the SSAC. The SSAC is the home of 
the Sac State Hornet women’s rowing novice, 
second varsity eight and varsity eight, who won 
the Western tntercollegiate Rowing Association 
championship on April 30. 

“The Aquatic Center is one of the most 
impressive facilities in the nation and is a show- 
case facility for Sacramento State and our athletic 
program,’ Athletic Director Terry Wanless said. 
“We are very fortunate as a school and communi- 
ty to have such a place.” 


Classes on rowing, kayaking and canoeing, 
sailing and windsurfing, jet skiing, water skiing 
and wakeboarding are all offered at the SSAC. 

All class prices depend on hours and whether 
someone is a Sac State student, affiliate or part of 
the general public. Students can go online at 
www.csusaquaticcenter.com to locate the classes 
and prices that best fit their interests. 

“Our students are provided a number of pro- 
gram opportunities that are unique to our cam- 
pus,” said Wanless. 

The SSAC also offers many classes in 
PE./Kinesiology that Sac State students can take 
and earn units. Students who wish to register for 
these classes must do so on the Casper registration 
system. First class meetings are on-campus with 
following classes meeting at the Aquatic Center. 
The clinics are similar to the classes ranging 
through each sport, except rowing. Prices vary 
and can be located online. 

The SSAC offers four different clubs that stu- 
dents can join, but must pay the general affiliation 
costs. A paddling club, a sailing club, and a row- 
ing club are offered, and memberships are either 
bought as a family or individual.
